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ABSTRACT 

This report provides descriptive information on 
ethnic diversity in enrollment, degrees granted, undergraduate 
applicants, and employment in Colorado public institutions of 
postsecondary education for the years 1986 to 1990. Most of the 
report was compiled from information provided by institutions through 
a Student Unit^Record Data System. Ethnic definitions conform to 
federal categories: unknown, Non-Residsnt Alien, Black, Native 
American, Asian, Hispanic, and White. Highlights of the findings 
include the following: (1) minority enrollment increased from 10.8 
percent in 1986 to 13.6 percent in 1990; (2) minorities comprised 
14.5 percent of undergraduate students in 1990; (3) between 1986 and 
1990 minorities were under-represented in degree attainment compared 
to enrollment; (4) between 1986 and 1990 the proportion of minority 
applications to public institutions increased from 12 percent to 15 
percent; (5) non-resident aliens and Blacks had the lowest acceptance 
rate while Hispanics and Asians had the highest acceptance rate; (6) 
ethnic minorities increased their statewide representation in higher 
education employment from 15.2 to 16.1 percent; and (7) the job 
category that employed the most minorities was service/maintenance. 
Attachments include further information on terms and definitions, 
fall headcount enrollment, degrees conferred, undergraduate 
applicants and full-time employees. The textual analysis is supported 
with 28 tables and 25 figures. (JB) 
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INTRODUCTION 



The Status of Diversity in Colorado Public Higher Education provides descriptive 
information on enrollment, degrees granted, undergraduate applicants, and employment 
in Colorado public institutions of postsecondary education. Each section of this report 
provides an analysis for a state total. The attachments include data by institutional type; 
detailed data by individual institution are available in the Digest of Colorado Post- 
Secondary Education Statistics or from the Office of Information and Research at the 
CCHE. Attachment A lists definitions for all terms used in this report. 

In previous years, similar data were published in a periodic report titled. The Status of 
Minorities in Colorado Public Higher Education. The Minority Report focused on 
minorities, combined undeclared/unreported ethnicity with Whites, and excluded Non- 
Resident Aliens. This year's report continues to focus on minorities, but also includes 
Non-Resident Aliens and students with unreported ethnicity (unknowns). Because of the 
new format, data are provided for five years. This report supersedes any previously 
published reports. 

The majority of this report is compiled from information provided by the institutions 
through the Student Unit-Record Data System (SURDS). Data on full-time employment 
come from EEO-6 reports and from CCHE full-time employment reports. Ethnic 
definitions used in this report correspond to those used, in the EEO-6 and Federal IPEDS 
data collection forms. The categories are: unknown, Non-Resident Alien, Black, 
Native American, Asian, Hispanic, and White (see Attachment A for full definitions). 



EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 



This report summarizes five yeai's of statewide student em"ollment, degrees awarded to 
students, undergraduate applicant patterns, and employment in Colorado public 
postsecondary education in terms of ethnic diversity. Students with unreported ethnicity 
(unknowns) and Non-Resident Aliens are included diversity categories of students. 

Enrollment 

o Enrollment increased for every diverse category except for unknowns and Non- 
Resident Aliens. Minority enrollment increased from 10.8% in 1986 to 13.6% in 
1990. 

o Some of the growth in minority enrollment (+2.8%) and the decrease in 
unknowns (-4.2%) may indicate that colleges are more accurately reporting ethnic 
classification. 

o Minorities comprised 14.5% of the undergraduate students and 7.2% of the 
graduate students in 1990. 

Degrees Awarded 

o Between 1986 and 1990, ethnic minorities were under-represented in degree 
attainment (9.1% to 10.8%) compared to enrollment (10.8 to 13.6%). 

o In terms of percentages, minorities received more certificates than other degrees 
even though the statewide minority percent has decreased for certificate attainment 
from 20.3% to 16.1%. 

o In terms of percentages, minorities received more Associate degrees than other 
higher level degrees even though the statewide percent decreased for Associate 
degrees from 14.2% to a low of 11.1% in 1989, but in 1990 went to 14.3%. 

o In terms of total numbers, ethnic minorities received more Bachelor degrees than 
other level awards. Minorities received about 1,000 of the 13,000 Bachelor 
degrees awarded in 1986 and to 1,300 of the 14,000 degrees awarded in 1990. 
The statewide percent increased from 8.0% to 9.3%. 

o Minorities received about 5.8% of the Master's degrees awarded in 1990. This 
percentage has remained fairly constant over the five-year period. 
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- Minorities received about 9.0% of the First-Professional degrees awarded. This 
percentage fluctuated over the five-year period. 

o Minorities received about 4.6% of the Doctoral degrees awarded. This percentage 
also fluctuated over the five-year period. Blacks did not receive any Doctoral 
degrees in 1990 and Native Americans did not receive any Doctoral degrees in 
three of the five years represented by this report. 

Undergraduate Applicant Data 

o Between 1986 and 1990, the proportion of minority applications to public 
institutions increased fi-om 12.0% to 15.4%. 

o Non-Resident Aliens and Blacks had the lowest acceptance rate (55.3% and 
73.2%), while Hispanics and Asians had the highest acceptance rate (82.9% and 
79.7%). The statewide acceptance rate was 75.4%. 

o Of students who either passed the admissions standards or were exempt, about 
98% were accepted, regardless of ethnicity. 

o When students did not pass the admissions standards, over 50% of ethnic 
minorities were accepted compared to a 35% statewide acceptance rate. 

o Of students who passed the admission standards, the minority percent grew from 
10.1% to 13.1%. 

o Of students who were admitted even though they did not pass the admission 
standards, the minority percent increased from 17.8% to 30.4%. 



Faculty and Staff 

o Between 1988 and 1990, ethnic minorities increased their statewide representation 
in Colorado public higher education employment from 15.2% to 16.1%. 

o In 1990, faculty positions accounted for nearly 36% of all the employment 
positions in public higher education but, percentagewise, employed the fewest 
minorities. However, ethnic minorities increased their employment in faculty 
positions from 7.3% in 1988 to 9.3% in 1990. 

o The job category that employed the most minorities was service/maintenance, yet 
ethnic minorities decreased their employment in service/maintenance positions 
from 43.9% to 42.5%. 
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COMPARISON OF COLORADO AND NATIONAL DIVERSITY 

The composition of the national versus Colorado population diversity is depicted in Figure I 
using data from the 1990 Census. While the data are for the entire population rather than for 
the primary college-going age group, it serves as a proxy for comparing the ethnicity of the 
Colorado and national populations. Figure 1 shows that: 

o Colorado had a higher percentage of Whites (81 %) than the national average (76%). 

o Hispanics were the largest minority group in Colorado, about 13%, compared to the 
national average of 9 % . 

o Blacks were the next largest group (4%), but the percent of Blacks in Colorado was 
much lower than the national average of 12%. 

o Asians comprised about 2% of the population in Colorado, compared to a national 
average of about 3%. 

o The percent of Native Americans in Colorado, 0.7% , was about the same as the national 
average. 

o Minorities comprised 19% of over 3 million people in Colorado. Nationally, minorities 
comprised 24% of nearly 249 million people.

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FALL HEADCOUTST ENROLLMENT 



This section describes the diversity of Colorado public higher education he^^dcount enrollment 
between 1986 and 1990. All students were enrolled in the fall term. Students enrolled 
exclusively in off-campus Extended Studies Program courses are not included. 

Tables 1 and 2 show the total number and percent headcount enrollment by ethnicity. The 
headcount data are graphed in Figure 2 and percent comparisons for fall 1986 and fall 1990 
presented in Figure 3. Attachment B has more detailed tables by institution type. 
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Between 1986 and 1990, enrollment grew by nearly 20%, from 150,000 to 187,000 
students. 



o All categories of enrollment increased except unknowns. The percent of students with 
unreported ethnicity dropped from over 8% to 4%^ 

o Minorities comprised 13.7% of the total headcount enrollment in 1990, continuing an 
increasing trend over a five-year period, from 12.7% in fall 1989, 12.0% in fall 1988, 
11.3% in 1987, and 10.9% in fall 1986. 



^Staff investigated the possibility that the increased participation of minority students, especially Hispanics, was a 
result of improved reporting. While some of the increase was due to better reporting, there was also t.iie growth in the 
system for the minority population. For example, in 1990, 90% of the decrease in unknowns was at three schools 1) 
Aims Community Colleg-), 2) Colorado Mountain College, and 3) Community College of Denver, with no corresponding 
decrease in enrollment but an unusually high increase in minorities. These three schools accounted for 41% of the 
increase in Hispanics. 
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o Between 1986 and 1990, Hispanic enrollment increased 75%; Hispanic share of enrollment 
increased from 5,6 to 7.6% (8,000 to 14.000 students). 

o Black enrollment increased by 47%; Black share of enrollment increased from 2.2% to 
2.7% (3,400 to 5,000 students). 

o Asian enrollment increased by 33%; Asian share of enrollment increased from 2.2% to 
2.3% (3,000 to 4,000 students). 

o Native American enrollment increased by 58%; Native American share of enrollment 
increased 0.8% to 1.0% (1,200 to 1,900 students). 

o Non-Resident Alien percent enrollment remained fairly constant; Non-Resident Alien share 
decreased slightly from 2.3% to 2.0%, though the absolute numbers increased (3,400 to 
3,700 students). 

o Students with unknown (unreported) ethnicity decreased their enrollment by 39%; unknown 
share of enrollment decreased from 8.2% to 4.0% (12,000 to 8,000 students). 

o White enrollment increased by 27%; White share of enrollment increased from 78.6% to 
80.3% (118,000 to 150,000 students). 

The rest of this section presents data by student type, gender, age, residency, and class load.

Tables 3, 4, and 5 display headcount data for undergraduate and graduate students. Table 4 
presents the row percent and Table 5 presents the column percent. Figure 4 plots the data for 
fall 1986 and Figure 5 for fall 1990. In both figures the undergraduate and graduate percents 
are compared to the total enrollment percent. 

Between 1986 and 1990, graduate enrollment grew at a slightly slower rate than undergraduate 
enrollment, increasing by^20%, from 17,372 to 20,843, while undergraduate enrollment grew 
by 25%, from 132,833 to 166,407. The diversity of enrollment by student type, however, 
varies across category: 
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o There was a fairly large increase in the percent of undergraduate Hispanics, from 6.0% to 
8.2%, but only a small increase for graduate Hispanics, from 3.0% to 3.3%. 

° The percent of undergraduate Blacks increased from 2.4% to 2.8%, while the percent of 
graduate Blacks increased from 1.1% to 1.4%. 

o The percent of Asians remained almost constant at the undergraduate level, about 2.4%, 
while the percent .^t the graduate level grew from 1.6% to 2.0%. 

o The percent of Native Americans at the undergraduate level increased from 0.8% to 1.1 %, 
while the percent of graduates remained constant at 0.5%. 

° In 1990, nearly half (46.9%, see column % table below) of the Non-Resident Aliens were 
enrolled at the graduate level. Non-Resident Aliens comprised 8% of total graduate student 
enrollment and 1.2% of undergraduate enrollment. 

° The percent of unknowns at the undergraduate level decreased from 8.4% to 3.9%, while 
the percent of graduates decreased from 7.1% to 5.4%. 

° The percent of Whites at the undergraduate level increased from 78.4% to 80.5%, while 
the percent of graduates decreased from 80% to 79.1%. 
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o Ethnic minorities were over 90% undergraduate compared to the state total of 88%. 

° In 1990, Hispanics were concentrated most heavily as undergraduates, with over 95% in this 
category. 



o Even though students with unknown (unreported) ethnicity decreased in number as a group 
most of the decrease came at the undergraduate level. This resulted in a greater proportion 
of graduate students with unknown ethnicity. The undergraduate to graduate ratio went from 
90 to 10 m 1986 to 85 to 15 in 1990.

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Fall Headcount Enrollment - by Gender 

Table 6 presents the total numbers and Table 7 presents the column percent of total headcount 
enrollment by gender. Figure 6 displays the headcount data by gender for fall 1990 only. There 
were few differences across diversity categories by gender. 

o Females comprise a slightly higher percent of total headcount enrollment, increasing 
slightly from 51.4% in fall 1986 to 53.2% in fall 1990. 

o Two exceptions to this pattern were Non-Resident Aliens and Asians, where a greater 
percent of all students were males; this was especially the case for Non-Resident Aliens, 
where only about 30% were female. 

^ In fall 1990, Native Americans had the greatest overall percentage of females, almost 57%.

Table 8 presents the total numbers and Table 9 presents the column percent of student 
enrollment by age groups. Figure 7 displays the headcount data by age range for 1990, There 
were few differences across diversity categories by age range. 

o about half (52%) of all students in 1990 were 24 or younger, and about 13% were 40 or 
older. 

o Asians were mostly (65%) in the youngest age category. 

0 Non-Resident Aliens were mostly (50.2%) in the middle age category and only 4% were 
40 or older.

Fall Headcount Enrollment - by Residency 



Tables 10 and 11 present headcount data by state residency status in total numbers and column 
percents. Figure 8 displays the out-of-state enrollment change between 1986 and 1990. There 
are some significant differences across diversity categories by state residency. 

o In 1990, over 13% of statewide headcount enrollment was from out-of-state. 

o However, Hispanic enrollment was only about 5% out-of-state students in 1990. 

o In 1990, the percents of out-of-state Black, Asian, and Native American enrollment were 
14.2%, 16,6%, and 27.2%, respectively, slightly higher than the out-of-state percent for 
Whites. 
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'Data reporting errors in fall 1986 through fall 1988 resulted in the classification of up to 21% of Non-Resident 
Aliens as in-state; while there are some situations that allow Non-Resident Alien students to receive in-state tuition 
classification, most will be classified as out-of-state students. 
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Fall Headcount Enrollment - by Class Load 

Table 12 presents total number and Table 13 presents the column percent of total enrollment by 
class load. Figure 9 displays headcount data by class load for 1990. There are few differences 
across diversity categories by class load. 

o In 1990, over half (54.6%) of all students were enrolled full-time and 28.5% were enrolled 
for only one class. 

o The greatest growth over the last five years was among students enrolling for one class 
(26.5% to 28.5%). 

o Asians and Non-Resident Aliens were most likely to be enrolled full-time, both about 67% 
in 1990. 

o Blacks were slightly less likely to be enrolled full-time than Native Americans, Hispanics, 
or Whites (50.8% compared to 57.5%, 55.3%, or 54.8% respectively). 

o Most students (45%) with unknown (unreported) ethnicity enrolled in only one class.

This section focuses on degrees awarded, by diversity category, from FY 1985-86 through 
FY 1989-90. Table 14 presents the overall data while Tables 15 through 20 present row 
percents for each degree level (also see Attachment C). Figure 10 presents the 1990 data. 
There are large differences in the diversity distributions by degree level. 
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Certificates 



There were over twice as many certificates awarded in FY 90 than in FY 86, increasing from 
1,071 to 2, 196. The minority percentages were also higher at this degree level than at any other 
award level, however, these percentages have been decreasing over the last five years: 

o Hispanics received 1 1.6% of all certificates awarded in FY 90, a decrease from 14.9% in 
FY 86, despite an increasein total numbers of 58%. 

= Blacks received 2.1% of all certificates awarded in FY 90. This percent remained fairly 
constant over the last five years, though absolute numbers increased over 100%. 

o Asians received 1.2% of all certificates awarded in FY 90, a decrease from 1.9% in 
FY 86. 

o Native Americans received 1.2% of all certificates awarded in FY 90, a small decrease 
from 1.4% in FY 86. 

o Non-Resident Aliens received less than 1 % of all certificates awarded in FY 90, a decrease 
from a high of 1.8% in FY 88. 

° The percent of certificates awarded to students with unknown (unreported) ethnicity was 
3.6% FY 86 and FY 90, a considerable decrease from a high of 8% in FY 88. 
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Associate Degrees 

the number of Associate degrees awarded increased from 3,221 in FY 86 to 3,87C in FY 90. 
The minority percentages were lower at this degree level than for certificates, though they were 
higher at this level for Hispanics, Blacks, and Native Americans than for higher level degrees. 
The patterns of change for these percentages, however, varied by ethnic group: 

o Hispanics received 7.9% of all Associate degrees awarded in FY 90, a decrease from 8.^^% 
in FY 86, but the second highest rate over the five years, though absolute number increased 
by 10%.' 

o Blacks received 3.3% of all Associate degrees awarded in FY 90, an increase from 1.8% 
in FY 86. This percent remained fairly constant over the last five years, though the 
absolute number increased over 100%. 

o Asians received 2.0% of all Associate degrees awarded in FY 90, a decrease from 2.9% 
in FY 86, but the second highest rate over the five years. 

o Native Americans received 1.1% of all Associate degrees awarded in FY 90, a small 
increase from 0.9% in FY 86. 

o Non-Resident Aliens received 2.7% of all Associate degrees awarded in FY 90, a decrease 
from 3.8% in FY 86. 

o The percent of students with unknown (unreported) ethnicity was highest at the Associate 
degree level and increased, from 5.4% in FY 86 to 9.1% FY 90.

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Bachelor Degrees 



The number of Bachelor degrees awarded increased from 13,042 in FY 86 to 14,126 in FY 90. 
Percentagewise, Hispanics and Blacks received about half as many Bachelor degrees compared 
to Associate degrees. For example, in 1990, Hispanics received 4.4% of the Bachelor degrees 
and 7.9% of the Associate degrees. Blacks received 1.5% of the total number of Bachelor 
degrees awarded and 3.3% of the Associate degrees awarded* 

- Hispanics received 4.4% of all Bachelor degrees awarded in FY 90, an increase from 4.0% 
in FY 86. 

o Blacks received 1.5% of all Bachelor degrees awarded in FY 90, an increase from 1.3% 
in FY 86. This percent remained fairly constant over the last five years. 

o Asians received 2.7% of all Bachelor degrees awarded in FY 90, an increase from 2.1% 
in FY 86. 

o Native Americans received 0.7% of all Bachelor degrees awarded in FY 90* This percent 
remained fairly constant over the last five years. 

o Non-Resident Aliens received 1.5% of all Bachelor degrees awarded in FY 90, a decrease 
from 1.7% in FY 86. 

o The percent of students with unknown (unreported) ethnicity at the Bachelor degree level 
decreased slightly between FY 86 and FY 90 from 4.4% to 4.0%. 
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Master's Degrees 

The number of Master's degrees awarded increased between FY 86 and FY 90 from 3,072 to 
3,882. Minoritie'^ received a lower percentage of Master's degrees tlian Bachelor degrees. Non- 
Resident Aliens, however, comprised about 10 percent of all Master's degrees and 1.5% of all 
Bachelor degrees. These rates have remained fairly constant over the past five years. 

o Hispanics received 2.9% of all Master's degrees awarded in FY 90, the same as in FY 86, 
and a decrease from a high of 3.2% in FY 88. 

° Blacks received 1.0% of all Master's degrees awarded in FY 90, a small decrease from 
1.2% in FY 86. 

o Asians received 1.4% of all Master's degrees awarded in FY 90, a decrease from 1.6% in 
FY 86. 

o Native Americans received 0.5% of all Master's degrees awarded in FY 90. This percent 
remained fairly constant over the last five years. 

o Non-Resident Aliens received 10.0% of all Master's degrees awarded in FY 90, an increase 
from 7.5% in FY 86. 

o The percent of students with unknown (unreported) ethnicity at the Master's degree level 
decreased slightiy between FY 86 and FY 90, from 7.8% to 6.2%. 

o Despite fairly constant percents, absolute numbers increased for all groups because of the 
overall increase.

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First-Professional Degrees 



The number of First-Professional degrees awarded decreased between FY 86 and FY 90 from 
436 to 419. In some cases, minorities received a higher percent of more First-Professional 
degrees than Bachelor degrees. Non-Resident Aliens, however, comprised only 0.5% of all 
First-Professional degrees in FY 90, and in three of the last five years received no First- 
Professional degrees at all. The rates for ethnic minorities increased slightly over the past five 
years. 

^ Hispanics received 5.0% of all First-Professional degrees awarded in FY 90, an increase 
from 4.4% in FY 86. 

o Blacks received 1.0% of all First-Professional degrees awarded in FY 90, an increase from 
0.5% in FY 86, but about the same rate as in FY 87 through FY 89. 

<=> Asians received 3.6% of all First-Professional degrees awarded in FY 90, an increase from 
2.1% in FY 86. 

o Native Americans received only 0.2% of all First-Professional degrees awarded in FY 90, 
though the rate was as high as 1,9% in FY 89. 

o Non-Resident Aliens received only 0.5% of all First-Professional degrees awarded in 
FY 90, and no degrees at all in FY 87 through FY 89. 

o The percent of students with unknown (unreported) ethnicity at the First-Professional 
degree level was fairly small, and decreased slightly between FY 86 and FY 90 from 3.2% 
to 1.9%. 
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Doctoral Degrees 



The number of Doctoral degrees awarded between FY 86 and FY 90 increased from 497 to 578. 
In terms of percentages, Hispanics and Blacks received fewer Doctoral degrees than any other 
degree. Non-Resident Aliens, however, received over 22% of all Doctoral degrees awarded m 
FY 90. The rates for ethnic minorities remained fairly constant over the past five years, 

o Hispanics received 1.9% of all Doctoral degrees awarded in FY 90, an increase from 1.6% 
in FY 86, though the rate was over 2% in the intervening years. 

o Blacks did not receive any of the Doctoral degrees awarded in FY 90, and they received 
under 1% of all Doctoral degrees awarded in tlie previous four years. 

o Asians received 2.2% of all Doctoral degrees awarded in FY 90, an increase from 1.4% 
in FY 86. 

o Native Americans received 0.7% of all Doctoral degrees awarded in FY 90, though in 
three of the four previous years they did not receive any Doctoral degrees. 

o Non-Resident Aliens received 22.3% of all Doctoral degrees awarded in FY 90, an increase 
from 15.5% in FY 86. 

o The percent of students with unknown (unreported) ethnicity at the Doctoral degree level 
decreased between FY 86 and FY 90 from 10.7% to 4.8%. 
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UNDERGRADUATE APPLICANTS 



This section examines changes in the diversity of undergraduate applicants to public four-year 
colleges and universities. The analysis is based on data collected in monitoring and evaluating 
the Commission's Admission Standards Policy. Attachment D contains the data tables and a 
brief explanation of the policy and the data Uiat are collected. 

Data are reported for all students that app ly to a four-year college or university, whether or not 
they are accepted or enroll. For the state total data, this will result in duplicated data since 
many students apply to two or more institutions. Since many students who are accepted for 
enrollment do not actually enroll, there will also be duplications in the state total data on this 
measure since many students are accepted at two or more institutions. Finally, data are reported 
on students Uiat enroll , the data are less likely to be duplicated since very few students enroll 
at two or more institutions within the same term. 

The Admission Standards Policy defines a set of minimum standards for each institution based 
on previous high school performance and scores on standardized tests. Students who meet these 
standards are referred to as "Passed". Each institution is allowed to accept a certain percentage 
of students who do not meet the standards. These students are referred to as "Window" 
students. Finally, certain conditions may exempt some students from being subject to the 
admission standards. These students are referred to as "Exempt". 
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FULL-TIME FACULTY/STAFF 



This section examines changes in the diversity of full-time faculty and staff employment in 
Colorado's 28 public institutions of higher education between 1988^ and 1990. The data come 
from the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission (EEOC) and CCHE's supplemental survey 
forms. Figure 17 shows the percent of the seven employment categories. The job categories 
ranked by proportion of positions are:

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DEGREES CONFERRED: 

The degrees conferred data were extracted from the Student Unit-Reccrd Data System (SURDS) 
and only includes those degrees that are in a CCHE approved program. 

CERTIFICATES: Requires the completion of a program that would be completed in 30 to 
120 credit hours. Includes 1, 2, and 4-year certificate programs, as well as Post-Bachelor's 
and Post-Master's certificates (SURDS degree level code 01, 02, 03 , 04, or 05). 

ASSOCIATE: Normally requires at least 2, but less than 4 years of full-time equivalent 
college work (SURDS degree level code 11, 12 or 13). 

BACHELOR: Normally requires at least 4 but not more than 5 years of full-time equivalent 
college-level work. Includes all bachelor's degrees conferred in a Cooperative or Work-Study 
Plan or Program. Also includes bachelor's degrees in which the normal 4 years of work is 
completed in 3 years (SURDS degree level code 21). 

MASTER^S: Requires the successful completion of a program of study of at least the full- 
time equivalent of 1, but not more than 2 academic years of work beyond the bachelor's 
degree (SURDS degree level code 31). 

FIRST PROFESSIONAL: Requires completion of a program that meets all three of the 
following: (1) Completion of the academic requirements to begin practice in the profession; 
(2) At least 2 years of college work prior to entrance to the program; and (3) A total of at 
least 6 academic years of college work to complete the degree program, including prior 
required college work, plus the length of the professional program itself. The following 10 
fields are recognized as awarding first-professional (SURDS degree level code 41): 

Chiropractic (D.C) Pharmacy (D.Phar.) 

Dentistry (D.D.S. or D.M.D.) Podiatry (Pod.D. or D.P.) 

Medicine (M.D.) Veterinary Medicine (D.V.M.) 

Optometry (O.D.) Law (L.L.B. or I.D.) 

Osteopathic Medicine (D.O.) Theology (M.Div. or M.H.L.) 

DOCTORAL: Requires work at the graduate level that terminates in a Doctor's degree. The 
doctor's degree classification includes such degrees as Doctor of Education, Doctor of 
Juridical Science, Doctor of Public Health, and the Ph.D. degree in any field (SURDS degree 
level code 51). 
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HT.ADCOUNT FNROLLMENT; 

The fall headcount enrollment data were extracted from the Student Unit-Record Data System 
(SURDS) and only include students with resident instruction credit hours. 

FULL-TIME: Undergraduate students with 12 or more credit hours, or graduate students 
with 9 or more credit hours. 

PART-TIME: Undergraduate students 6 to 11 credit hours (greater tlian or equal to 6 and 
less than 12 credit hours), or graduate students with 6 to 8 credit hours (greater than or equal 
to 6 and less than 9 credit hours). 

ONE CLASS: Undergraduate students or graduate students with less than 6 credit hours. 

IN-STATE: Students determined to be in-state for public tuition purposes according to 
C.R.S. 23-7-102 (5). 

OUT-OF-STATE: Students determined to be out-of-state for public tuition purposes 
according to C.R.S. 23-7-102 (5). 

UNDERGRADUATE: Students without bachelor's degrees, classified as freshmen, 
sophomores, juniors, seniors, or special students without degrees (SURDS Student Level code 
of 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, or 19). 

GRADUATE: Students classified as First-Professional, Master's or Doctoral degree-seeking, 
and non-degree seeking students with bachelor's degrees (SURDS Student Level code of 21, 
31,32, 35, 36, or 39). 



INSTITUTIONAL TYPES; 

Several groups of institutions, based upon insUtutional characteristics and types of degrees 
granted, are used throughout this report, including: 

RESEARCH/MEDICAL: 

Colorado School of Mines, Colorado State University, University of Colorado - Boulder, and 
University of Colorado - Health Science Center. 

UNIVERSITIES AND COLLEGES: 

Adams State College, Fort Lewis College, Mesa State College, Metropolitan State College 
of Denver, University of Colorado - Colorado Springs, University of Colorado - Denver, 
University' of Northern Colorado, University of Southern Colorado, and Western State 
College. 

COMMUNITY COLLEGES: ' 

All Colorado public community colleges, junior colleges, and local district colleges. 
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OCCUPATIONAL GROUPS: 

CLERICAL AND SECRETARIAL: Includes persons whose assignments are associated 
with clerical activities or are specifically of a secretarial nature. Includes personnel who 
are responsible for internal and external communications, recording and retrieval of data 
(other than computer programmers) and/or information and other paper work required 
in an office, such as bookkeepers, stenographers, clerk typists, office-machine operators, 
statistical clerks, payroll clerks, etc. Also includes sales clerks such as those employed 
full-time in the bookstore, and library clerks who are not recognized as librarians. 

EXECUTIVE, ADMINISTRATIVE AND MANAGERIAL: Includes all persons 
whose assignments require primary (and major) responsibility for management of the 
institution, or a customarily recognized department or subdivision thereof. Assignments 
require the performance of work directly related to management policies or general 
business operations of the institution or subdivision, etc. It is assumed that assignments 
in this category customarily and regulariy require the incumbent to exercise discretion 
and independent judgement, and to direct the work of others. Reported in this category 
are officers holding such titles as President, Vice President, Dean, Director, or the 
equivalent, as well as officers subordinate to any of these administrators with such titles 
as Associate Dean, Assistant Dean, Executive Officer of academic departments 
(department heads, or the equivalent) if their principle activity is administrative. 

Note: Supervisory personnel of the technical, clerical, craft, and service/maintenance 
force are reported within the specific categories of the personnel they supervise. 

FACULTY: Includes all persons whose specific assignments customarily are made for 
the purpose of conducting instruction, research, or public service as a principle activity 
(or activities), and who hold academic-rank titles of professor, associate professor, 
assistant professor, instructor, lecturer, or the equivalent of any one of these academic 
•ranks. Reported in this category are Deans, Directors, or their equivalent, as well as 
Associate Deans, Assistant Deans, and executive officers of academic departments 
(chairpersons, hee.ds, or their equivalent) if their principle activity is instmctional. 
DOES NOT include student teachers o'' research assistants. 

PROFESSIONAL NON-FACULTY: Includes persons whose assignments would 
require either college graduation or experience of such kind and amount as to provide a 
comparable background. Included are all staff members with assignments requiring 
specialized professional training but who are not reported under "Executive" or 
'Taculty", and who are not classified under any of the four "nonprofessional" categories 
of activities. 

SERVICE/MAINTENANCE: Includes positions with assignments requiring limited 
degrees of previously acquired skills and knowledge and in which workers perform duties 
which result in or contribute to the comfort, convenience and hygiene of personnel and 
the student body, or which contribute to the upkeep and care of buildings, facilities or 
grounds of the institutional property. Includes laundry and dry cleaning workers, 
cafeteria and restaurant workers, truck drivers, bus drivers, garage laborers, custodial 
personnel, gardeners and groundskeepers, refuse collectors, construction laborers, 
^ security personnel, and chauffeurs. 
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SKILLED CRAFTS: Incudes positions with assignments typically requiring special 
manual skills and a thorough and comprehensive knowledge of the processes mvolved 
in the work, acquired through on-the-job training and expenence or through 
apprenticeship or other formal training programs. Includes mechanics and repairers, 
electricians, stationary engineers, skilled machinists, carpenters, compositors, and type- 
setters. 

TECHNICAL AND PARAPROFESSIONAL: Includes positions with assignments 
requiring specialized knowledge or skills which may be acquired through experience or 
academic work such as is offered in many 2-year technical institutes, junior colleges or 
through equivalent on-the-job training. Includes computer programmers and operators, 
drafters engineering aides, junior engineers, mathematical aides, licensed, practical or 
vocational nurses, dietitians, photographers, radio operators, scientific assistants, 
technical illustrators, technicians (medical, dental, electronic, physical sciences), and 
similar occupational-activity categories that are institutionally defined as technical 
assignments. 



RACE/ETHNIC CATEGORY: 

The ethnic categories used throughout this report are those defined ty the SURDS DATA 
DICTIONARY and are consistent with the United States Civil Rights definitions. These 
definitions are as follows: 

UNKNOWN: A person having unknown origins and undeclared or missing information. 

NON-RESIDENT ALIEN: A person who is not a citizen or national of the United 
States and who is in this country on a temporary basis and does not have the right to 
remain indefinitely. Resident aliens, who are not citizens or nationals of the United 
States and who have been lawfully admitted for permanent residence (and who hold alien 
registration receipt cards - Form 1-551/155), are to be reported in the appropnate 
racial/ethnic categories along with United States citizens. 

BLACK, NON-HISPANIC: A person having origins in any of the black racial groups 
of Africa (except those of Hispanic origin). 

NATIVE AMERICAN OR ALASKAN NATIVE: A person having origins in any of 
the original peoples of North America, and who maintains cultural identification thorough 
tribal affiliation or community recognition. 

ASIAN OR PACIFIC ISLANDER: A person having origins in any of the original 
peoples of the Far East, Southeast Asia, the Indian Subcontinent, or the Pacific Islands. 
This area includes, for example, China, Japan, Korea, the Philippine Islands, and Samoa. 

HISPANIC: A person of Mexican, Puerto Rican, Cuban, Central or South American, 
or other Spanish culture or origin, regardless of race. 

WHITE, NON-HISPANIC: A person having origins in any of the original peoples of 
Europe, North Africa, or the Middle East (except those of Hispanic origin). 
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UNDERGRADUATE APPLICANT FILE: 

The undergraduate applicant file (UAF) data were extracted from SURDS. State wide lotals and 
aggregate totals include duplicate applications. This report uses slightly different definitions than 
those reported by SURDS. Only freshmen and special students are reported. Transfer students 
are excluded from this report. 

APPLIED: First-time students who formally requested admission to an institution, 
including students denied^admission. The statewide totals include duplicate applications 
because one student may have applied to more than one institution. 

ACCEPTED: First-time students who are notified that they have been approved for 
enrollment, including students who choose not to enroll The statewide totals include 
duplicates because one student may have been accepted at more than one institution. 

ENROLLED: First-time students who registered at the institution and who are still 
enrolled after census date. 

WINDOW: First-time students who do not meet an institution's CCHE admission 
standard. 

PASS: First-time students who meet or exceed an institution's CCHE admission 
standard. 

EXEMPT: First-time students who are not required to meet an institution's CCHE 
admission standard because they already have a bachelor's degree, a foreign transcript, 
or other eligibility. 
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Fall Headcount Enrollment 

Attachment B contains the state total and institution type tables used for the Enrollment analyses 
by student type, gender, age range, residency, and class load between 1986^ and 1990. Each 
^ ^ set of tables is presented in three formats: A) by total numbers, B) by row percents, and C) by 
column percents. A list of tables is included below. 

Both representation and trends are calculated using total numbers, row percents, and column 
percents. The row percent tables are useful to compare each ethnic group's representation ; 
changes in representation by level and over time are displayed in these tables. The column 
percent tables are useful to show the distributions across ethnic groups by each category; changes 
in distribution over time and by ethnic group are displayed in these tables. (Column percents, 
for institutional types, sum to the state total of 100%.)

Attachment D contains the state total tables used for the Applicant analyses by 1) total first-time 
applications, 2) window applications, 3) passed-standards applications, 4) exempt applications, 
and 5) enrolled applicants by percent window, pass, and exempt status. 

The first table, Acceptance and Enrollment Rates of First-Time Applications, lists all the 
applications received by any four-year public institution in Colorado. Since students may apply 
to more than one institution, the total number reflects the number of applications submitted, 
rather than the number of students that applied. The "Fall of Year" data has a breakout by 
admission status. The "applied" status is a comprehensive state total. It includes all applications 
submitted by first-time freshmen and first-time special students. Transfer students are not 
included. The "accepted" status reflects institutional decisions to accept or deny admission based 
on admission requirements. The "enrolled" status reflects student decisions and is the 
unduplicated student enrolled number. 

An example of how to read the table follows. In 1986, there were 1,304 unknown ethnic 
applications. Moving across the table to the far right, there were 40,209 first-time applications. 
Of the over 40,000 applications, nearly 33,000 applications were accepted by the institutions, 
a nearly 82 percent acceptance rate. 50 percent of the accepted applications resulted in 
enrollment. If each of the over 16,000 students were accepted to more than one school, the 
acceptance rate would be higher. 

The next set of three tables sum to the first table. The "Window Status** table is a listing of all 
the applications received by the four-year publics which did not meet the admissions 
requirements. The "Passed Standards" table is next and reflects a high (average 95% over five- 
years) acceptance rate compared to the low (average 45%) acceptance rate for window students. 
The final "Exempt Status" table reflects the another high acceptance rate (average 95%). 
Students are exempt from admissions requirements for a variety of reasons, for example, they 
may already have* a bachelor's degree or have a foreign transcript. It is conceivable that one 
student could apply to two schools, be classified in the window at a university witii very high 
admissions standards, and also be classified as having passed the admissions requirements at 
another university. 

.The last table in the series describes the admission's status of the enrolled students.
